| guess | stoud corre dean ard adnit that I've made probably 
every mistake there is to make in this hobby. I’mnot talking about 
frying a power trarsforrer or transvitting ful power at the sarre 
frequency ore of my receivers was tuned to. I’mreferring rrore to 
the process of managing the balance between life and hobby. And 
just sorre of my lessons woud be valuable to you, | wart to use this 
column to go over a bit of wnat | have leamed fromdoing it the 
hard way. 


It is not either difficut or expensive to accunuiate a lot of 
boatanchors today. Anyore with evena modest arrourt of hobby 
ca to sperd can find therrselves with a baservert ful of suff ina 
few short years. The average age of licensed harrs now is 
sorrewrere around 57 years old. 

J ust thirk of the ingedible mourtains 
of radio equprrert that will change 
hands over the next 10 years as 
these folks retire and begin to at 
back their lifestyle. 


Maragirg a boatanchor collection is 
like alrrost all collections. The 
difference is that the equiprvert 
sorretirres needs repairs and 
restoration And many of us also 
wart to use it on the air. But 
otherwise, it’s a typical collecting 
cyde of acaunuation, ranagerrert, 
and evertual disposal. Let re relate 
sorre of my mistakes in each of these 
areas. 


Accunulation is the fun, easy part, right? You just buy everything you 
wart ard can afford. Well, this was ny approach ard | cansay 
fromexperience that the answer here is “not if youre srart about 
it” Try to plan your accunuation by dedding where your irterests 
really lie — because it is certain that you can't collect everything. 
The hobby is way too big for that 


Are you acaunuating out of nostalgia for when you were new to 
hamradio? Or are youa nilitary buff who wants to duplicate the 
radio roomof the battleship Missouri? Or maybe youre a CW man 
that warts to runa rig like his granddaddy's. Maybe youre 
fascinated with Hallicrafters radios like the one your parerts gave 
you asa kid ard you wart to collect Hallicrafters sets exdusvely. 
Maybe you're a tech nerd into old technology who warts to collect 
examples of vacuumtubes—the nore exotic, the better. 


Whatever your goals, your accunuating will go rost syoothly if 
you keep those goals in mind. Your collection will have a logical 
foas. Buying dedsons becorre eager ard your wallet will stay a 
bit heavier. Plus, your hobby makes rrore sense to the people that 
have to live with you. But this approach takes real discipline 
because it’s tough to pass up a “deal” just because the itemdoest 
fit your grand plan. 


As you accunviate, consider how you wart the collection to be 
managed. Will the gear be set up, ready to operate? Or on 
display? Or sorre on display ard sore in storage? What kind of 
delving and storage space will you require? Will you take on big 
restoration projects (do you have the tire and talent)? Small ones?

Or do you wart everything to be usable ard displayable fromthe 
rrorrert it corres in the door? What reference materials do you wart to 
keep on hand? Service irforrration? Operating rraruals? Period 
catalogs Showing iterrs in your collection? Collector books listing and 
picturing stuff you are interested in? How will this suff be orgarized? 


Finally, you shoud also consder the thomy issue of disposing of the 
colledion The basic re of thunb is that you have to think it through. 
You must develop a set of instructions on how to properly dispose of 
your collection and discuss these with your potertial heirs. You rust also 
keep the collection disposable. In other words, don't let it get too big 
and/ or so rressy that it cant properly be disposed of by anyone 
except you. 


| know one collector about ny age that has 
a great job with the govermrert and 
travels the world. He lives with his fanily in 
a 2-bedroomtowrhouse. He loves 
boatanchors but has neither the roomnor 
tirre to devote to a disolayable collecion 
So what he does is corstartly accuvuate. 

* Since he is always traveling, he buys 

”, Doatanchors on his trips. Then, to save 

* tipping costs he stores themin whichever 
of his 3 “self-storage” buildings that he is 
dosest to. He now has one onthe West 
Coag, one here inthe east and ore in 
Texas-all full of boatanchors. How woud 
his farily ever deal with this in the evert of 
his death? 


You shoud also consider telling your heirs that disoosal of your 
collection shoud be handled by sorreone (who we designate in advance 
and who has agreed to do this for us) who is knowledgeable about 
boatanchors. Too often, disposal is left to 1) a relative who is not a ham 
and has no knowledge of eledtrorics or 2) a dealer who just warts to 
get the most money out of the "estate" s/ he purchased. In both cases 
this often leads to accessories, spare tubes, raruals and so forth being 
separated fromthe equiprrert. Plus, the "jurk’ parts, caps, coils knobs 
etc. are sorretirres thrown away because it takes sorre effort to find the 
"right" buyer--and the disposers are always ina hurry. 


Personally, though it wasnt always this way, | now keep ny relatively 
modest collection srupuously invertoried, induding all accessories, 
rranuals and so forth. The invertory irformatioon is ina file and | go over 
the file once a year or so with ny 2 older sons woo razz re rrerclessy 
during this process. But | make themst through it--just like | walk the 
Whole family through the location of all the svoke detectors, fire 
extingusfers and escape routes every so often ard they all act like | 
shoud be committed to the funny farmfor that. But I'mbeyond 
embarrassyert about these sinple precautions

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Few things in the arrateur radio hobby are as ignored or nis- 
understood as the subject of artenna gain. The ARRL artenna book 
defines artenra gainas. “The increase in effective radiated power 
inthe desred direction of the major lobe.” But what does this 
really rrean? 


At the risk of greatly over-sinplifying things, Here goes 


A gainarterma has the effect of amplifying your transvitted 
(ard received!) sgral by an arrout proportional to the gain 
factor of the artema. A quarter-wave artenna has no gain. 
A 3dB arterra will effectively double your Effedive Radiated 
Power (ERP) and a 6cB stick will effedively quadruple your 
power output and received signal strength

So you rrean to tell rve that if | amrunring a 50-watt mobile 
and a 3cB dick, than! amreally puting out 100 watts? 
Well, yes... and no. Any feedline losses inherert to the "i 
systemneed to be subtracted fromthe overall systtemgain. 
These figures vary widely according to the coax used ard 
the length in use. The manufacturer or distributor can give 
you the irfo you need on the loss of the cable to calcdate 
things accurately. Here is the formula for the woole 
enchilada: 


ERP = Tx Power - Feedline Loss + Arterna Gain 


It doesit take a rocket scientist here to realize that a 5- 
watt HT into a 7/4-wave mag-mourtt istt going to be as = 
solid into a repeater as a 6dB mobile artenna fed by 50-watts 
worth of rrobile rig. 

You coud only be putting out 1-2 watts ERP, depending on the cax 
used. 


Question, does it matter WHERE on ny car | place a new arterna? 


A rrobile arterna Stoud be located as high ard dear as possible. 
Certered in the niddle of the roof provides good onnidirecioral 
coverage. A 6- or 9-dB gain artenna shoud SCREAM fromthere. 
Pladng the sare arterra on the right rear buyper will detune the 
arterma sorrewhat due to the lower postion, in relation to how it 
worked onthe roof. The onnidirecioral pattern also gets skewed, 
with the biggest lobe pointing diagorally over the left frort buyper 
of the car. Likewise, it will terd to attenuate agnal off to the sdes 
Mounting the sarve artema on the left-frort fender will send the 
majority of the sgnal back over the right rear ferder. 


So what is the rroral of the story? You can never be too rich, or 
have too much antenna gain.

One other tidbit I'll rrention before signing of this rronth Antennas 
are rated interns of dBi or dBd ratings dBi refersto a perfect 
Isotropic anterna in free space. DEBd refers to the gain factor in 


relation to a dipole in ‘the real world’. DEd is always less than the 
sare artenna is rated for dBi (usually 2% to 3 dBless_ Keep in mind 
that there is no such thing as an “isotropic” artenna — Ed.). This takes 
into accourt the losses inherert in our world. Do not confuse the two. 
Rerrember to conpare apples to apples and mangos to mangos, err, 
Well, you know what | mean.

NEWINGTON, CT, Aug 22, 2000 — The FCC has denied a petition 
that woud have arrended the FCC's Part 95 rues to pernit DXing on 
the 11-rreter Citizens Band. The petition sought to arrend §95.413 of 
the rues that prohibits communications or 


atterpts to comrunicate with CB cations rrore 
than 250 kmaway and to cortact dations in 
other countries Designated RM-9807, the 
petition was filed by Poplar Communications 
Contributing Editor Alan Dixon, N3HOE 

"Dixon's request is inconsstert with the purpose of the CB Radio 
Service and coud fundarrertally alter the nature of the service," the 
FCC said in turing town the petition The FCC action was adopted 
August 18. The Order was released August 21. 

The FCC said CB operators generally supported the proposal and 
dated that the presert me was unerforceable. 


The ARRL converted in oppostion to the petition, noting that long- 
distance communication is cortrary to the fundarrertal purpose of the 
CB Radio Service, and that legalizing it woud encourage the use of 
illegal power amplifiers. "The Arrateur Radio Service is the proper 
forumfor the desired long-distance communications sought by the 
Dixon petition," the League told the FCC. 


The National Assodation of Broadcasters also opposed Dixon's 
petition. The NAB said that the restriction was necessary to deter 
CBers fromoperating at excessive power levels and that consurrers 
must be protected fromillegal CB transvissors that irterfere with 
radio, TV and other corsurer electronics 


The FCC said it agreed with the ARRL that the CB Radio Service is for 
short-range personal ard business communications ard "we note that 
this purpose has not changed since the service's initial authorization." 
The FCC adnowledged that long-distance communications do occur 
inadvertently on 27 MHz, but the Commission did not intend to create 
a service paralleling the Amateur Service when it authorized the 
Citizens Radio Service. 


"Arrerding the rles to pemit long-distane ard irterational 
conmuications woud undemire the purpose of the CB Radio 
Service res and conpronise one of the core distinctions between 
the CB Radio Service ard the Arvateur Radio Service," the FCC 
conduded. 


The FCC's Office of Engineering and Tedmology has issued an 
experirrertal license to a California company to set up a wireless 
Internet systemin the San Diego area on 2300 to 2305 MHz. 
Arrateur Radio has a secondary allocation on 2300-2310, the lower 
segrrert of the 13 cnbard. The experirert woud be conducted 
within a 35-mile radius of San Diego.
